TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  aND  COUNGILLORG  OE  THE  BOROUGH  OF  KIDv/ELLY. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

There  were  epidemics  of  sonne  dysentery  and  of 
influenze  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  former  was  far 
more  widespread  in  the  coinmunity  than  the  statistics  suggest. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Council,  Tradesmen  and  the  General  Publiic 
for  their  assistance  in  dealing  with  this  epidemic.  There  Vi^ere 
no  other  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year. 

The  vital  statistics  showed  an  unfavourable  trend 
in  the  population  during  the  year.  The  number  of  deaths  exceeded 
that  of  births  by  eleven  and  the  adjusted  (or  comparable  ) birth 
and  death  rates  compared  unfavourably  with  those  for  England  and 
Wales.  Owing  to  the  small  numbers  involved,  a truer  picture  would 
perhaps  be  given  if  an  average  rate  for  the  past  3 years  v/as  taken. 
During  this  period,  the  number  of  births  exceeded  deaths  by  4 and 
the  average  adjusted  rates  were i -

There  has  been  only  one  infant  death  during  the 
last  3 years  and  no  still  births.  In  this  respect,  Kidv/elly 
compares  more  favourably  7/ith  the  national  statistics. 

The  nuraber  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
v/as  lower  than  the  figure  for  the  previous  2 years.

INFECTI0U,3  DISEASES  , 

During  the  year  112  cases  of  dysentery/  were  notified,  all  these 
being  reported  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  In  many  cases 
"Shigella  Sonnei"  was  isolated  from  the  faeces  of  patients  and  contacts. 
Specimen  faeces  were  taken  from  all  children  attending  school  in  the 
area,  food  handlers,  butter  factory  oto.,  considerable  amount  of  work 
was  entailed  in  investigating  each  case.  The  outbreak  was  cons'derably 
larger  than  the  number  notifications  suggests,  many  positive  cases  were 
not  notified  and  many  did  not  visit  their  doctor  until  the  infection 
had  passed®
